Fords or Universities? 
(Hemet News) 

‘(The Henry Ford of England,’’ the press 
calls W. R. Morris, British automobile manu- 
facturer, who tells the reporters at old Ox- 
ford, where we send the brightest of | our 
youths as Rhodes scholars, that a university 
edueation is ‘‘wasted time,’’ and of absolutely 
no benefit in the business world. 

‘“‘The Romance of Ford Finance,’ 
news dispatches, telling the story of the little 
band of faithful apostles who made millions 
out of savings accounts, and are now distin- 
guished by being sued for several millions by 
a government which is better at tax eollect- 
ing than at handling diplomatic affairs that 
involve the merely human rights of the people 
of neighbor nations. ‘ 

The coincidence of these two pronounce- 
ments pieces together a pretty hard case 
against the schoolmen, and moves the lathes 
and the pig iron artd the stithies and the stamp- 
ing machines right up to the doors of the 
schools, while the books and the football 
coaches prepare for flight out the back ways. 

A university education is a flop when it 
comes to making automobiles, says one Ford 
in England, and high romance is to be found 
only in creating flivvers and figuring income 
tax, says the other. That settles the argu- 
ment, of course, for Romance is what we are 
all after. Romance is Life, and Life’s the 
thing we have before us. Over a few thousand 
years we have been fiddling around, quite aim- 
lessly, trying to find our romance in zoology, 
in paleontology, in human history, in literature 
on.the wings of soaring human imagination in 
human thought and its curious, half-serious, 
half-humorous complications. We have housed 
our romance in the holy of holies of the Fu- 
ture, and sought to glimpse it by treading the 
labyrinths with a chart of the experience of 
the past; we have found pleasant and roman- 
tic the charades and cross-word puzzles that 
Life presented, and sharpened our wits to en- 
joy them. We have laboriously acquired dream 
materials, by the sweat of our brows, and with 
them we have built romantic castles in Spain 
in which we played and found some romance, 
too. 

Now, we discover, in this year of our Lord 
1927, only, that we have been on the wrong 
track for thousands of years. We should have 
been building automobiles instead of watching 
the stars, or bettles, or conning books, or try- 
ing to get a peek at Life itself. For what is 
Life compared with a carburetor or a timing 
gear? 

Fortunately all our outlay is not wasted. 
Most university buildings would do very well 
to make flivvers in, onee the seats and black- 
boards were moved out and the lathes moved 
in. We shall have to serap only the machinery 
of education. Of course professors of Greek 
and anthropology, especially if they are past 
middle life and somewhat set in their ways, 
would probably not make much of a fist of 
plying monkey wrenches, but there will be 
sewers to be dug, and valets needed for the 
new romanticists, to provide the proper sar- 
torial touches when they journey to Wash- 
ington to be sued for a few millions extra 
taxes.

Alaska Is Prosperous 
(Oakland Tribune) 


Backing up other indications of a new pros- 
perity for Alaska is the report of the United 
States customs service for the territory’s com- 
merce last year. The aggregate business, both 
imports and exports, proved heavier than for 
the previous year, some new records for all 
time were established, and the balance of trade 
was in favor of the north. 

While the general impression of Alaska is 
that of a territory rich in mineral wealth, the 
outstanding industry, the richest resource, for 
the year was fisheries. Close to 50 million 
dollars was yielded from ‘this single source, or 
20 millions more than in 1925. So remarkable 
was the gain in the fishing returns that, de- 
spite the difference in prices under those of 
war years, the figure is a new record. 

Copper, the second export in value, eheck- 
ed up more than 11 millions, slightly lowe: 
than for the preceding year and because the 
quotations were not so favorable, while gold, 
silver and furs brought in more money. It is 
shown that the new industry, marketing frein- 
deer meat, is assuming prominent proportions. 
Wool is also a new product fer the territory 
and the report says that the sheep which were 
introduced on some of the Aleutian Islands sev- 
eral years ago are thriving beyond expecta- 
tions. The commerce of Alaska for 1926 was 
better than ever before and more persens en- 
tered the northern ports during the year than 
left them.

Scientist Gives His Discovery 
To Public 
(San Bernardino Sun) 

Henry Steenbock, professor of chemistry at 
the University of Wisconsin, has done some- 
thing which marks him as the highest type of 
citizen. He has in his work discovered some- 
thing of apparently great value to man and 
has refused an offer of a million dollars for it. 
He has given it free to the university aS a 
medium through which its benefits may be 
given free to all. There are two kinds of chem- 
ical science, experimental and commercial. 
Those engaged in the latter are seeking to dis- 
cover new operations and principles for the 
money value they might-have. Some are work- 


ing individually and some are employed by. 


manufacturers. 

On the contrary, the experimental chemist 
is seeking to discover new things and improve 
old processes for the love of scientific discov- 
ery, to add to the world’s knowledge and ‘to 
benefit mankind. They are to be found in in- 
stitutions of scientific research, in educational 
institutions and even in private laboratories. 
Some of the greatest discoveries of the age 
have been made by these lovers of science, who 
have personally benefited little from the eon- 
tributions they made to scientific knowledge. 
Some have had no opportunity to benefit. 
Some have not even known how ‘to take com- 
mercial advantage of their creations even if 
they had wanted to do so. Some, like Prof. 
Steenbock, have taken steps to see that man- 
kind shall not be made to pay more than ne- 
cessary because of their discoveries being com- 
mercialized. ‘ 

Yet we cannot hope that the publie will 
not be made to pay the price. When the prop- 
erties of radium beearhe somewhat generally 
known and there was an exaggerated idea of 
what they would do for man’s physical bet- 
terment, we were flooded with fake radium 
remedies, foods and drinks. We were fooled, 
but we paid the price. We can scarcely hope 
to escape a lot of similar fake exploiting of the 
discovery that food may be impregnated with 
vitamen D. by the ultra violet ray. Asva citi- 
zen of the highest type he has tried to protect 
us, but we are too much exposed to escape the 
spoilers..

Citrus growers in other parts of 
Southern California, particularly 
Los Angeles County, are said to 
be facing great losses from the 
excessive dropping of ripe fruit, 
which is largely the result of the

weeke ago and the damphess of 
| the ground following the storm.
